Beirut. The Israeli committee 
against the war tn Lebanon has 
held B press confecence in 
Jerusalem to highlight tbe atro- 
cious conditions In which six 
thousand Palestinians are kept 
by the Israeli invaders la the 
"Atuer" concentration camp, in 
Southern Lebanon. 

Tho organizers of the press 
conference said thst the inmates 
of the camp, who Include chil- 
dren and wounded adults, are 
living under extremely severe 
conditions. CommlUee member 
Felicia Langei. who is a well- 
known Israeli lawyer, said that 
one of the prisoners, Mariam al- . 
JalH. went mad after undergoing 
a series of Interrogations by the 
Israelis. It was also raported 
that up lo two thousand people 
from Southern Lebenon— Palesti- 
nians end Lebanese^-are listed 
as tninlng following the Israeli 
aggression. 


The two sides concentrated on 
Japan's participation In Ihe Sa- 
khalin project.

Crediting long-term contracts 
continues to be a problem, as 
was pointed out by Vladimir 
Sushkov, USSR Deputy Minister 
of Foreign Trade. Ono can ho 
sure, he said, that without ero- 
clHs Japan will lose several pro- 
Iccts. . ^ , 

The upshot ol several davs of 
talks In Moscow surpassed all 
expectations, was the general 
opinion. In summing up, S. Na- 
gano noted that et present bila- 
teral cooperation involves wide- 
ranging trade and malor econo- 
mic projects.

Gorky physicists have long 
aince been Intereslod in under- 
water waves which contribute 
to Ihe interaction of oceanic 
layers, to changing currents and 
tlie tedlslrihutlon of wind 
waves. All theso phenomena 
have a direct effect on global 
weathor, security of navigation 
and sea lishlog. The Gorky ro- 
searchcra have invented a radio- 
physical equipment complox to 
study these deepwater proces- 
ses. It has been used by Soviet 
research vessels to observe llio 
Interaction of Inicinol and sur- 
face wevos. 

ft is Impossible, however, lo 
obtain all llio necessary ciain 
from tho ocerm.

In 
one second, they can determine 
hundredfold flucluetlona In tem- 
perature, which makes possible 
continuous control over the pro- 
cess of complex chemical reac- 
tions and that of smelling high- 
grade steels.
